keep .the wheels of government 
turning in the departments and 
bureaus. 
Under the Senate rules the op­ 
portunity for a group of deter­

president’s hand in the matter of 
an extra session is recognized. 
With 
a 
dozen 
appropriation 
bills, proposing expenditure of bil­ 
lions of dollars, to be acted upon 
within eight weeks, it is not neces­ 
sary to stag e an old time filibuster 
on any one measure. 
The slowing down of the ma­ 
chinery that would 
res lit from 
even a reasonably close scrutiny 
and discussion of the.se measures, 
might easily cause them to con­ 
sume an averag e of 
one 
week 
each. 
Which would mean that some 
three or four departments would 
he left without any provision for 
funds after J uly 
1, 
and before 
they could continue to function 
Congress would have to be re­ 
called to provide appropriations.
